We  feel  justified  in  reporting  the  work  done  in  our  schools 
during  the  past  year  as  satisfactory,  yet  in  one  or  two  instances 
we  cannot  help  believing  that  had  stricter  discipline  been  enforc- 
ed better  results  would  have  been  obtained. 

The  committee  has  endeavored  to  place  our  best  teachers  in 
the  schools,  but  in  one  or  two  cases,  inexperienced  teachers  were 
employed  who  were  fairly  successful. 

In  all  the  schools  interest  and  enthusiasm  have  been  shown  by 
the  pupils  and  teachers. 

When  the  parents  realize  more  fully  that  a  duty  devolves  on 
them,  as  well  as  on  the  teachers  and  supervisor,  that  their  assist- 
ance is  necessary  in  securing  regular  and  punctual  attendance, 
then,  and  only  then,  can  we  attain  the  greatest  success  in  our 
school  work.

Public  opinion  either  aids  or  hinders  the  progress  of  our 
schools. 

Just  here  we  would  urge  the  parents  to  visit  the  schools  fre- 
quently and  see  the  work  done  there,  and  also  to  use  their  influ- 
ence for  the  advancement  of  education  this  coming  year. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  many  of  the  text  books  were 
found  to  be  unfit  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils.  To  furnish 
the  necessary  books  to  take  the  place  of  those  worn  out,  and  to 
provide  books  for  the  High  School,  we  have  overdrawn  the  ap- 
propriation a  very  little. 

The  Spellers,  First  Readers,  Harper's  Geographies  are  now  in 
a  poor  condition.  Some  of  our  books  are  out  of  date  and  not 
such  as  will  produce  the  best  results  in  our  schools. 

.  The  best  ty>oks  are  none  too  good  for  the  pupils  and  a  few 
changes,  on  a  gradual  scale,  might  be  made  when  the  committee 
is  obliged  to  buy  new  books. 

In  regard  to  moving  the  Gleason  schoolhouse  from  No.  5  to 
the  village  we  would  say,  that  although  the  cost  of  moving  and 
repairing  the  school  building  exceeded  the  amount  appropriated, 
it  seems  to  the  committee  that  the  money  has  been  well  spent 
for  the  schoolhouse  as  it  stands  now  is  one  of  the  best  in  town. 

FREE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

For  the  past  year  our  high  school  has  been  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  Matthew  McCarthy  of  Bangor. 

We  do  not  hesitate  in  pronouncing  this  school  a  decided  suc- 
cess. The  pupils  have  been  interested  and  have  shown  a  desire 
for  a  higher  education  than  can  be  obtained  in  our  common 
schools.  A  number  of  the  pupils  come  from  our  district  schools 
and  if  the  school  should  continue  we  have  no  doubt  a  larger  at- 
tendance would  be  shown  each  succeeding  year. 

There  is  no  reason  why  our  high  school  need  not  rank  among 
the  best  if  parents  and  citizens  lend  their  aid. 


While  we  believe  in  economy  in  our  schools  still  we  cannot 
afford  to  have  poor  schools.  We  can  only  secure  good  schools  by 
employing  competent  teachers,  and  having  suitable  books  and 
these  we  can  only  have  by  paying  for  the  best  and  the  best  we 
must  have  in  this  great  work  of  education.
